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GEOLOGY OF THE GLAMORGAN COAL-FIELD. 


We extract the following information relative to the Geology of the 
Glamorgan Coal-field, from the Merthyr and Cardiff Chronicle ;— 

“‘S1r,—In your last week’s paper I observed a letter signed ‘A Young 
Engineer,’ requesting an answer whether the section exhibited by me to the 
Merthyr Literary and Scientific Institution, at ‘ the meeting of the 16thult.,’ 
‘was Mr. Coneybeare’s theory, and how far it was supposed the anticlinal 
iine extended? To the first question my answer is, that it certainly is the 
theory advanced by Mr. Coneybeare and Dr. Buckland, in their valuable 
‘paper inserted some few years ago in the annals of philosophy; but only as 
far as it re‘ers to the Dyffryn Liynfi anticlinal line. The section is partly 


taken from a valuable draft in the possession of my friend Mr. McLaughian, |, 


formerly of the Ordnance, now of the Geological Survey, with various modi- 
fications, the result of a personal investigation of the South Crop, near Ce- 
fen Cribbwr, by that gentleman, Mr. Coneybeare, and myself. The heights of 
the mountains are from the trigonometrical survey of the government, and 
are not, I believe, yet published. 
‘* T have not my notes of the anticlinal line by me, nor have I my geolo- 
gical map with this line delineated, at present in Merthyr, or I would wil- 
ingly give a full answer to your correspondent’s second question ; but I can 
tate generally that you may trace it from Mynydd Egiwysilian to New- 
bridge, Ystradydog, Dyffryn Llynfi, the Vale of the Avon, to Britonferry. 
For a deseription of the western vovtion of the coal-field, I refer him to the 
able elucidation of Mr. Logan, published, 1 believe, in the Cambrian and 
the Welshman, and shortly to appear in the *‘ Transactions of the British As 
sociation.’ The course of the Cockshot Rock, so characteristic of this anticli- 
nalline, and also, I should imagine of the middle argillaceous series, as far as the 
section in question goes, of Glamorgan, will point out to the observer, when 
once he is familiarized with the appearance of the stone, nearly the extent of 
this upheaving. The Cockshot, as far as my memory serves me, may be seen 
at Britonferry, under Bagland, Tyla Vedwan, throngh the Avon, at Cwm 
Avon, bottom of Mynyvd Buchan, Bryogurnos, Rhydygyfeila, Cefencethin, 
Nantycrynwydd; there it separates, one part resting on Garnllwyd, and the 
other by Dyffryn Barn, crosses the Liynfi Brook, over to Old Forest House 
and Court y-Mynws. The first-named or south portion, seen in Garnilwyd, 
posses thence to Skibbwr Wen, Nant-y-Twlk, north of Talgarth House, be- 
twee Talgarth and Foes, and thence .to Bryncoch; from Bryncoch under 
Braichcymmar, it crosses the Garw-Fechan river to the Duchy of Lancaster 
property; by Langaynor Mountain to Cwm Ngwr, Killely, under the Tuff at 
Newbridge, to Elgwsilian Mountain. 

The section shown in the meeting, ran across the county from north to 
south, dividing the central ridze of mountains at Maesteg. Beginning at the 
Valley of the Melit on the nor:h escarpment, you pass over the old red sand- 
stone of Breconshire, upon which repose the carbonifeious limestone, 
millstoue crit of the Welch coal-field, forming the high grounds of Hendre 
Bolon (1062 feet), the valley of the Hepste, and part of Penyderrin. ‘There 
is here a remarkable protrusion of the old red sandstone, through the lime- 
stone and millstone grit, and abutting upon it a mass of the two latter rocks, 
in nearly a vertical position. 
ley, you are placed on the Glamorgan coal series—the lower portion being 
the coats worked for Hirwain works—the upper, the rock veins, while the 
summit of Garn Fach and Garn Coch, 1835 and 1171 feet above the level of 
the sea, are composed of tile stone. At the valley of the Avon, you find your 
self iu the trough which forms the northern synclinal line of this district of 
the county, cutting through the upper and middie argillaceous series, having 
Fol-y-Gelli (1448 feet) to the south, capped, as the preceding hills, by the 
tile stone. On Mynydd Bach (1150 feet) may be found the upper argilla- 
ceous series, ard lower down in the valley of the Llynfi dipping north and 
south, and forming the anticliaal line, the middle, and, in my view, the lower 
argillaceous series. Leaving Gart (840 feet), and approaching Llectty 
Brongy, you descend to the south synclinal line at Liwyn-y-Brain, and pro- 
ceeding still on the upper argillaceous series to Mynydd-y-Bayden (832), you 
look down on the immense mass of coal ani ironstone which forms the Val- 
ley of Tyr Gunter and Cefen Cwsk, to the steep veins cf the lower argilla- 
ceous series at Cefen Cribbwr (400 feet). Hee the millstone grit is of enor- 
mous thickness and almost vertical, evidently thrust up with considerubie 
violence by some powerful subterranean forces. The geology of this portion 
is so interesting, aud the way in which the millstone grit, the lias, new red 
sandstone, and magnesian limestone, are thrown together in so strange and 
curious a manner as to merit a separate notice, which at some leisure mo- 
ment I will do myselfthe pleasure of sending you. One thing I had nearly 
forgotten. Do I believe the coals and ironstone of Dyffryn Liynfi to be iden- 
tical with the Merthyr strata? I cannot in the letter give myreasons, but my 
answer is in the affirmative. I believe the coals now worked to be the mid- 
dle and partly the lower argillaceous coals of Merthyr, altered in some re- 
spects in character, and modified in arrangement by the nature of the pecu- 
liar disturbing forces which have so powerfuily operated in the neighbourhood. 

‘‘ The ironstones are in many instances identical with the Merthyr and 
Cefen Cribbwr. Sach is the opinion, too, I believe, of two of the best in- 
formed, as well as the most experienced gentlemen in the county, Mr. Wayn 
and Mr. Edward Thomas, of Merthyr, as well as of, Sir,

‘4 I have enclosed you the following notes, for the perusal of your corre- 
spondents—an extract from the valuable paper on the Glamorgan coal. fie!d, 
in the ‘ Annals of Philosophy,’ by Mr. Coneybeare aud Dr. Buckland, which 
will place ina very interesting light the geology of the county. I regret I 
have not the portion by me more immediately appertaining to the questious 
asked above, but at some future time I will do myself the pleasure of in- 
closing it to you, I differ from these gentlemen in the conclusion of the in- 
closed paper. I have never seen the magnesian conglomerate on the coal- 
field west of Bridgend, nor do I believe that it exists there in that position. 
There is a mass of magnesian limestone resting immediately on the millstone 
grit, accompanicd by new red sandstone and lias. “FE. L. B.* 

‘* A band formed by the outcrop of the mountain limestone surrounds the 
eastern part of the coal basin. This is succeeded by the old red sandstone, 
the fundamental rock on which the basin here reposes. The Beacons of 
Brecon, the loftiest mountains in South Wales, being 2862 feet above the 
sea, are en‘irely formed of this rock, as is the whole chain connected with 
them, which skirts the basin parallel to the valley of the Usk. Greywacke 
appears at the Eppyent hills, in Breconshire, to the north of this chain of 
sandstone. On the east the old red sandstone occupies the base of the lime- 
stone escarj ment and extends over nearly the whcle of the district between 
the escarpment and the similar one of the Forest of Dean. On the south, 
the sandstone may be traced accompanying the limestone escarpment through 
the valley of Llandaff, and the river Ely (though here partiaily concealed by 
the horizontal deposits) to the neighbourhood of Cowbridge, but being co- 
vered over by an investment of mountain limestone, at Penlline Castle, near 
Cowbri‘ige, it appearsno more on the east side of the bay of Swansea. From 
Penlline Castle a collateral branch of the calcareous chain, dipping west south 
wes. is sent off towards the east south east, which skirts the south side of 
the valley of the Ely from Cowbridge through St. Lythian’s down to Wenvoe 
and Dinas Powis, three miles west of Cardiff. Thus the Vale of the Ely is 
flanked on both sides by an escarpment of bands of limestone dipping in con- 
trary direction n the north by the exterior chain of the coal basin, dipping 
towards that basin, and extending from Penlline Castle through the New 
Forest to Pentirch, the lowest part of the chain being in the Vale of Ely, 
three miles to the south of Liantrissant; on the south, on the collateral 
branch of St. Lythian’s Down, dipping towards the Bristol Channel, the old 
red sandstone forms an arch on which the two calcareous chains repose. 
The key-stone of the arch being in the middle of the Vale of Ely, along which 
the anticlinal line extends. 

** The horizontal deposits may be traced along the right bank of the Severn, 
from the south-eastern extremity of the Malvern Hilis to the northern pro- 
longations of the Forest of Dean, and thence beneath the eastern escarpment 
of the ridges of the forest to Caldecot level, at the base of Pencae Mawr, 
and to the flats extending to the mouth of the Usk, and the Taff. But of 
the horizontal deposits which oecur this side of the estuary, the most ex‘en- 
sive are those in the southern part of the Vale of Glamorganshire. Hcre 
they occupy the whole traci between the Bristol Channel and the coilatcral 
limestone range of St. Lythians Down, lining the coast from the mouths of 
the Ely and Taff to that of the Ogmor, with a range of cliffs which face to- 
wards the same formations on the opposite coast near Watchet. Lias oc- 
cupies nearly the whole of the tract, except in the parish of Sully, where the 
red marl and dolomitic sandstone occur extensively. The vale of the Ely is 
also covered in many places by these deposits, which here rest_ old red 
sandstone. They also fill an extensive cavity formed by the vale ties Ewen- 
ney, and the lower part of that of Ogmere, near Bridgend, whence they pass 
through the valleys eastward to the neighbourhood of Liantrissant. These 
deposits are protruded within the great Glamorganshire coal basin, reposing 
partly on the inner side of the sonthern calcareous portion, and partly on the 
basest edges of the coal measures within the basin. Near Bridgend the 
lias prevails ; further east the dolomitic conglomerate beneath which, in the 
parish of Lanharan, coal is marbed. To the west also of Bridgend we find 
the conglomerate, near Pyle, resting on the coal measures, and near the sea 
shore at Kenfig, on the east side of the Bay of Swansea, a mountain limestone.”’

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ON THE SALT MONOPOLY OF INDIA. RAILROAD ENGINEERING. - 


—>—— 

A very able article on the gubject of this monopoly has just appeared 

in the Railway Magazine for the present month, the substance of which 

we shall proceed to extract, referring our readers to another columi for 
our remarks thereon :— 


The state of that vast mass of our fellow-subjects is very imperfectly un- 
derstood in this country ; the burdens by which they are oppressed, and the 
grievances they endure, become only now and then partially known, and thus 
never excite that abiding interest which things more obvious create. 

By the press things which concern them are little noticed, and so few ad- 
vocates do they find in the great assembly of the nation, that scarcely a voice 
is — in their behalf, even upon questions most seriously affecting their 
welfare. 

On the present occasion I would beg leave ‘to notice one subject only: 
“Tae Sart Monopo.y.” 

Tn 1832 a select committee of the House of Commons was appointed to in- 
quire into the state of the salt trade in British India, and so strong and con- 
clusive was the evidence furnished on that occasion, of the evils arising from 
the Indian monopoly that the committee, in their report, strongly recom- 
mended the progressive importation of salt from this country. The East 
India Company, however, entrenching themselves behind ‘‘ The Charter Act ’’ 
refused to comply with this recommendation, and in 1836 another select com- 
mittee was appointed for the purpose of renewed inquiry. The result was as 
before, yet nothing has been done towards carrying into effect the terms of 
the report, a copy of which I will subjoin. As there can be no doubt of its 
being brought again before the House, in the approaching session, I will, 
with your permission, throw together a few facts bearing upon the question. 
I first proceed to show that although salt is an article of little consideration 
in the expenditure of a family in this country, it is not so with the poor In- 
diav. ‘The board of directors of the East India Company themselves say in 
a letter, dated 11th July, 1831, ‘* That to a great part of the people, it (salt) 
constitutes THEIR ONLY LUxURyY.’’ Mr. Colebrook, one of their servants, 
observes, ‘* Salt is eagerly desired by the Indian ; his vegetable dict requires 
it ; but the most numerous class cannot «afford to season their food with it. 
Observe the peasant’s meal: a few pinches of salt on a leaf, stands by his 
plate of rice ; a few grains at a time deceive his palate while he swallows se- 
veral mouthfuls of most insipid food.’? Another authority, Mr. Mill, 
says, ‘‘ It is higher than the poorer classes can afford to pay for it.’’ 


Mr. Crawford’s evidence before the committee assures us, “‘ There is no 


country in the world in which salt is higher priced than it i8 in Bengal, in 
reference to its absolute price, end still more so in reference to the ca- 
pacity of the people who are the consumers of it.’’ The force of the 
last observation will be appreciated when it is considered that it takes 
(according to the same authority) two months of a labourer’s wages, 
oue-sixth part of his earnings, to pay forthe salt necessary to season the in- 
sipid food of his family. ‘This statement is corroborated by Mr. Beecher, an 
intelligent public officer of the company’s government. 

The high price of salt throughout India, says another of the company’s ser- 
vants, ‘‘ is not enly the occasion of much distressing privation to the inha- 
bitants, but it has led to great adulteration, the salt retailed being often a 
mixture of earth and other impurities.’’ 

Mr. Crawford computes the population subject to the salt monopoly at 
132,945,908, nearly 133 million persons, so scantily supplied, as not only 
to use very impure salt, but to have recourse to the ashes of burnt vegetables 
or the impure lees of saltpetre, as condiment to their food. 

Rammohun Roy, a very intetligent and highly-educated Brahmin, who 
gave evidence before the committee, declared ‘‘ that the adulteration of salt 
is carried on to an enormous extent, by mixing it with one-third, or even one- 
half of earth, until, instead of being like salt, it more resembles the earth of 
which it is composed.’’ 

Mr. Mill says, ‘‘ much salt of a very bad and unwholesome quality, made 
from the refuse of saltpetre and other salts, is manufactured and used in the 
province of Bahar.’’ 

Another writer says, ‘‘ we fee) justified in considering the all but exclusion 
of British salt, one of the most degrading and mischievous instances of the 
domivation of the Government manufacture monopoly . . . that we have 
had to record.”’ 

Besides the distressing privations entailed upon the inhabitants of India 
by this monstrous state of things, it has led to such an extensive system of 
smuggling, that the expense of defending the integrity of the monopoly, has 
materially affected the net revenue derived from this source. We find by the 
official reports that, notwithstanding the sales have increased, the net reve- 
nue, or sum paid into the Treasury, after deducting the manufacturing, fiscal, 
and other charges, has considerably diminished. 

Passing over some statistical statements, showing the quantity of salt 
made and the revenue productd, and also that the demand for the article 
continued to increase, even at a period when the price was rising, the 


writer proceeds— 

The permanent charge of the existing system is 176,0001. per annum. The 
quantity of salt that passed the company’s sale : 

1833—4 It will be seen was 47,01,000 maunds, or 172,090 tons. 

We have amply demonstrated the insufficiency of the supply to the wants 
of the people, and there can be no doubt that if a cheaper and more whole. 
some article were procurable, the consumption would be much greater, as 
the effect of the monopoly is truly stated to be to keep the froduce station- 
ary, while it is admitted that the population and wealth of the country are in- 
creasing. It has been estimated at 220,000 tons, but whether 170,000 or 
220,000 tons would find a sale, or what portion would be furnished by this 
country, itimports not to the argument when discussing the expediency of 
allowing a free importation, although this question has been raised as an ob- 
jection against the proposed modification. 

If the salt manufacturers of this country can furnish a purer and better 
salt than that now used, at a cheaper rate, and still pay a duty per ton, equi- 
valent to the revenue derived by the East India Company in their twofoid 
capacity of manufacturers and territorial governors, there can be no sufficient 
reason for the continuance of 4bis close and odious monopoly. It matters 
not in what way the requisite sum finds its way into the company’s treasury, 
their object being the maintenance of a certain revenue. 

Enough has been said to show how severely the salt monopoly presses 
upon the inhabitants of India, although proofs innumerable might be ad- 
duced to show its evil tendency, whether viewed in reference to its moral or 
political relations, proofs equally abundant could be adduced, that great be- 
nefits would result from a free trade in this essential article, not only to the 
vast mass of consumers at present so ill supplied, but to the mercantile and 
shipping interests of this country. 

The reply of Mr. Alex. Reid, to question 301 of the minutes of evidence 
was, ‘‘There is one remarkable circumstance I may state, in reference to 
the cost of Government salt in Bengal, that the contract price with the Mo- 
lunghees, for the mere labour of producing the salt, is the total price at 
which the salt now going from Liverpool by the Alice will be delivered at 
Calcutta.’’ Therefore, suppose we could send the whole the company re 
quire, they would save all the expenses except the mere wages paid to the 
Molunghees. 

On the extraordinary statements which are here made, apparently de- 
rived from the most authentic official information, we shall not here 
remark, having, as before noticed, treated the subject at length in another 


place ; nor shall we lose sight of it until some amelioration of the present 





system be effected. 








PiumBaco.—A good deal of newspaper grief was put forth a month or 
two since, in consequence of an alarming statement in an English paper 
that the plumbago (blacklead) mine in Westmoreland was entirely ex- 
hausted—and that being, as the statement went, the only blacklead mine 
in the world, the artist would for ever hereafter be deprived of material 
for crayons. —The sorrow, however, like your national sorrows in general, 
was exceedingly short lived. Professor Olmstead had published a state- 
ment years ago, that there was an inexhaustible mine of that article in 
North Carolina, as there certainly is; and now we are told that there is 
plenty of plumbago in various parts of the United States, particularly 
among the mountains of Maine and New Hampshire. It makes us ex- 
ceedingly happy to assist thus in administering consolation to a great 
‘mourning community.’’—Sheffiield Mercury. 

Nuisance or Locomotive Curmmnies.—Some plan must ere long be 
adopted to prevent the nuisance arising from the steam and small particles 
of coke issuing from locomotive chimnies. Outside travelling is all but 
impossible. Even when the trains go under any archway, if the wind is 
blowirg obliquely, the steam mixed with coke issues in at the windows by 
reflection from the sides of the archways in a very offensive degree. Why 
not turn the chimnies to point backwards under the carriages? A series 
of thin tin plates running under the bottoms of the carriages and overlap- 
ping each other would prevent it ascending, until the train was passed. 
Any difficulty in the draught in getting up the fire could easily be obviated, 
and when the train isin rapid motion, probably the vacuum created behind 
by the yelocity of the train would aid rather than injure the draught. We 
throw out the hint to set others going, and shall rejoice if it has an effect. 
—Railway Magazine,

The uninformed in such things cannot = 
be astonished at the immense and apparently heedless expense incurred j 
railroad speculations, and if the pamphlet of ‘‘ Common Sense”’ don om 
more than render them more inquisitive than hitherto they have been, it 
will deserve well of the public. Let the writer speak for himself ¢

‘* Experience has shown what reason might have taught, t i 
roads are not the most durable, Those which possess s ctitate ae 
are the best. Turf, such as is found on the surface of marshes, is clastic.” 
i. e., it will admit of a certain displacement by pressure, which it will regaj 
on the pressure being removed. Rock also has the property to a certain 4 
tent—i. ¢., it will not permanently alter its form, except by the crushing of 
its parts. But clay, on the contrary, possesses scarcely any elasticity, ang 
will continually alter its form by pressure and concussion, for which reason 
any weight to be supported on it should have as large a bearing surface as 
possible ; and the clay road, and indeed all roads, should be as much as pos. 
| sible compressed previous to use, Say that the heaviest carriaze used be four 
| tons weight, that would be equivalent to the pressure of one ton at a Single 
| point. Add another half ton for concussion, and it is clear that the railway 

ought to be able to sustain at least two moving tons upon a given poiee 
Still more than this ought to be calculated for, as oceasionally the whole 
weight of the carriage is supported on three wheels. In the case of an iren 
rail, supported at intervals on stone blocks, every block should be capable of 
supporting one third of the total weight, concussion included, of the heaviest 
carriage or engine, or the road must suffer detriment unfairly ; it will be 
broken up in detail.’’ 

The writer then shows what he considers the best and cheapest mode 
of forming the foundation for the rail, and concludes with observing, that 
many who will probably become the prejudiced opponents of railroads 
would become their patrons, ‘* were it (the system) conducted with only 
the same amount of skill and foresight that practical and consulting engi. 
neers are accustomed to display in their own private business.”

Fictitious Rustes.—M. Gaudin has presented a report to the Insti.

possible to estimate the future rate of increase ; and surely the reduction in 
the consumption of coal from 74 tons for one ton of ivon to less than 1} tons 
warrants theauticipation. As, however, some of these modernimprovements 
seem to open the way forthe manufacture of iron in America, it behoves our 
legislature to allow the Americans to find a market on fair terms for the 
produce of their soil in this country, and then many generations may pass 
away before they can interfere with us in the iron manufacture, If rail- 
way once be extended through the west of Cumberland, the excellency, 
the abundance, and the proximity of the materials for the manufacture of 
iron, can hardly fail to plant some important branch of the iron manu- 
facture on our coast.— Whitehaven Herald. 

Avrora Borgatis.—Nearly the whole population of Leamington ap. 
peared, with ourselves, Wonder-struck, last evening, by the appearance of 
a phenomenon which is seldom witnessed in this locality, viz.; the aurora 
borealis. This gorgeous and most. sublime spectacle was visible from siz 
until past seven o’clock. The clouds in the rorth-east appeared as if 
suffused with the reflection of a vast mass of crimson flame. The stars 
seen through this brilliant medium had an extraordinary appearance, for 
the brilliancy seemed to be heightened by the surrounding glory. A 
gentleman who stood near us on the bridge, and who had resided in 
countries where the aurora borealis is a frequent visitant, directed our 
attention to a singular novelty in the effect of this striking atmospherical 
spectacle as it appeared about half-past six o’clock. At that period dense 
lines and dark clouds in parallel perspective lines spread from the far 
south-east, narrowing by regular gradations, and converging towards that 
flood of splendid light which ‘‘ pavilioned with its thousand glorious 
dyes ’’ the whole northern horizon.—Leamington Chronicle. 

Dreaprut Accipents.—An explosion of fire-damp, attended with 
fatal consequences, took place at Please Colliery.—Four men went. down 
to their work as usual in the morning, when a stream of the noxious gas 
came in contact with their light, and scorched them dreadfully; one of 
them, named James Laird, the son of the overseer, was so much injured, 
that he only sarvived a few hours. The others, althongh shockingly 
burnt about their faces and hands, are likely to recover.— Stirling Herald. 
——Two men, named David Williams and — Rowlands, were at work if 
the Nantygreiddin stone-quarry, near Brecon, in a very dangerous situa- 
tion, having a mass of stone weighing twenty-five tons overhanging them. 
Rowlands thinking he heard a cracking noise, made one step back, to see 
from whence it came, when the whole rock fell upon David Williams, 
crushing the poor fellow’s body flat, and in its descent the ends of the 
huge stone touched the brim of Rowland’s hat, and part of his clothes, 
without hurting him.—Hereford Times.——A letter has been received 
in Whitehaven, stating that two pitmen, named John and George Wilson, 
were unfortunately killed a few days ago at a pit near Wigan. We are 
told the poor fellows were descending the shaft to their labour, in a bas- 
ket, which unluckily came forcibly in contact with another basket that 
was ascending, by which the Wilsons were capsized, thrown to the bottom, 
and killed. As two men, Edward Kear, and James Morgan, were de 
scending a coal pit, in Bilson Colliery, Forest of Dean, an unforeseen acci- 
dent in the steam-engine caused the fly-wheel shaft to break, which entirely 
disengaged from the other machinery the barrel, or drum-shaft, on which 
the large flat rope worked. This taking place, the two poor men begat 
to descend at a fearful rate, and in a few seconds reached the bottom of 
the shaft or pit, a depth of “10 feet! Mr. Aaron Goold, who has the scle 
management of these collieries, was on the ground immediately after the 
accident happened, and being informed that the two men were dashed to 
pieces, started off to the next pit (Prospect) to descend and ascertalD 
what had become of them, when, to his utter astonishment, he saw them 
just landing from the cart or skip, apparently uihurt. It is impossible 
to describe the feelings of surprise, gratitude, and thankfulness that 
flashed across his mind at so remarkable a deliverance. On making 1- 
quiry, he found that Kear had escaped entirely unhurt, and Morgan with 
only a slight contusion of the knee. It appears their preservation may be 
partially attributed to a plan adopted by M. G., afew years ago, of having 
a circular platform, nearly equal to the diameter of the shaft attached f° 
the end of the rope, which works regularly up and down, with the coal 
carts upon it, and is kept in its proper direction by guide rods. On this 
platform, without a cart, the men descended, and owing to the elasticity 
of the compressed air, the shock at the bottom was comparatively light ; 
the poor men, having presence of mind, rolled instantly into the gateway, 
and escaped being crushed to death by the large quantity of rope and other 
materials that followed in quick succession. At Whitly Colliery, Wn. 
Shotton, aged 62, unfortunately fell down the pit, and was crushe to 
atoms. The deceased was a sober and industrious workman.

{agree with Mr. Johnson, when saying, “‘ any chemist who knows or 
rads of the process adopted for the reduction of silver ores, by the old 
south American method (as it is called), can account for the decomposi- 
tion of the materials used, and effect of the affinities which are the re- 
git; but cannot understand the effect that is there said to have been 
joet sight of, viz., “ the heat that is occasioned by the alteration of such 
abstances ;”’ nor can I trace how the necessary heat requisite for the 
ymalgamation of the gold ores alluded to, is generated by the decomposition 
oralteration of the substances used in the reduction of silver ores. Also, 
jn addition to one-third of the time that is said to be saved by hot amal- 

mation, I should like to know the increased proportion of gold that is 
st the same time thus obtained, that it might guide those who would adopt 
this method, in providing them with the means of ascertaining how far 
the expense of fuel requisite for such a purpose would be returned by the 
increased produce of metal, or whether it would be advisable to smelt the 
ore at once (in the absence or not of the locality of silver ores), since this 
method would undoubtedly have the advantage over the preceding one, 
by yielding them the entire, instead of a partial, produce of their ore, 
The more ready subsidation of the gold, I imagine to arise, not from the 
specific gravity of gold heing greater when hot, but from the expansion or 
(ifit may be so termed) the state of division of hot-water, in offering less 
resistance to the gravity of gold. The fact also of hot gold or silver com- 
bining more readily with hot mercury than cold, is likewise accounted for 
—merely by the app.ication of heat more expeditiously facilitating the 
action or union of mercury with gold and silver, and forming a more per- 
perfect amalgam, rather than any new chemical effect or affinity being 
caused.

ON A SUBSTITUTE FOR THE SAFETY LAMP. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sin,—In allusion to a letter from ‘‘ Dr. Pring,’’ which appeared in 
your valuable columns of the 28th ult., and in which is suggested the 
employment of a peculiar contrivance—that of a luminous bottle, as a sub- 
stitute for the safety lamp—an invention, the merits of which (upon the 
authority of the Sherborne and Yeovil Mercury) have been ascribed by 
your correspondent to a Freneh chemist,—may we be allowed to say, that 
the idea of applying such substitute for the safety lamp, to the lighting of 
coal-pits, is by no means new, any more than is the actual construction of 
such luminous boitles. 

One of the great difficulties is (for the subject has engaged our earnest 
attention), that the electric fluid should either be completely enveloped in, 
or at least suspended by, some substance -vhich at all times and in all places 
(when either moist or dry) is a perfect non-conductor ; and the important 
question of safety is also involved, it being a well ascertained fact that 
fire-damp may be exploded by the electric fluid, and instances are upon 
record of coal-pits having been actually fired by lightning.* The ignition 
of gunpowder by the electric spark is, indeed, a common and almost every 
day experiment. It was owing in great measure to some observations 
that fell from Mr. William Allen, of Paradise-row, Stoke Newington 
(whilst expatiating upon the merits of the lamp invented by his friend, 
the late Sir Humphrey Davy), that our attention was in the first instance 
directed to this interesting subject, and at a lecture given by that gentle- 
man, at his private residence, now more than ten years ago, Mr. George 
Bursill actually assisted in the construction of one of these luminous 
bottles, which was formed by well charging the flask or bottle with the 
electric fluid, the air from within it having been previously exhausted by 
the aid of an air-pump. The experiment was intended to show the playing 
of the electric flaid in a vacuum, or in air highly rarefied, and served to 
illustrate the nature of the Aurora Borealis. Our experiments made with 
aview to ascertain the practicability of lighting coal-pits by this method, 
aud our endeavours to ascertain more precisely the nature and properties 
of the electric fluid, and of caloric, will form part of a small pamphiet 
we are preparing for publication.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE BIRMINGHAM ADVERTISER. 

Sin,—I was, I believe, the first person who denounced stone blocks 
Tailway sleepers, and pointed out the necessity of a continuous support 
for the rails, g taken ont a patent for the use of longitudinal wooden 
bearers fixed on blocks of vitrified earth, moulded to lock into each other, 
or on continuous beds of concrete or other cement, for such sapport ; the 
Superiority of whieh over that efforded by isolated I have pointed 
Sut in various lectures on the subject ; and soon after the promulgation of 
my plany Mr. Brunel, in.an official report, recommended to the directors of 
the Great Western Railway Company the adoption of longitudinal bearers 





ing the opposition I have had to encounter, I have lived to see the Dublin 
and Kingston Railway Company take up and throw aside their blocks, as 
inefficient and injurious, and the use of blocks as isolated supports decried 
by engineers of the highest reputation. 

About two years ago, I strongly recommended Mr. George Walter, then 
Secretary to the Greenwich Railway Company, not only to desist from 
laying down any more stone blocks, but to take up those which had been 
laid down, and adopt my plan, being confident that the vibration conse- 
quent on the use of -isolated sleepers would injure, if not destroy, the 
arches on which the road is formed ; and told him that if the company did 
not then willingly adopt my plan, they would eventually be compelled to 
do it ; but no attention was paid to my recommendation, the directors 
probably imagining that I could. not be so good a judge as their engineer. 

Mr. James Walker, civil engineer, was lately employed to survey the 
whole of the company’s works, and report thereon. He has done so, 
and recommends the identical thing which I had so strongly recommended 
to Mr. Walter; and in pursuance of this recommendation the blocks are 
this day advertised for sale, 

These are the words of Mr. Walker’s report ;—‘‘ My opinion is, that 
the arches of the Greenwich Railway render it peculiarly adapted to the 
use of timber, because any apprehension of injury to the arches from the 
shake of the engines, would be thus much lessened, The subject is very 
deserving the eompany’s early consideration.” 

The arches are already covered with concrete, so that the timber is only 
to be laid down, and there is my plan complete. It is a curious fact, that 
a specimen of the principle of my plan, both as it respects a concrete foun- 
dation, and one formed of continuous blocks of vitrified earth, was laid 
down on the waste ground of the Greenwich Railway Company, in front 
of Duke-street, London Bridge, more than twelve months ago, and where 
it now is for public inspection.

The following letter on the subject has since appeared, and to which we 
give insertion, that the merits may be well considered, We shall gladly 
afford opportunity for the matter being entered into at length; and upon a 
subject of so much importance, doubt not but that we shall receive commu- 
nications from our scientifie readers. 

Sir,—On reading Mr. Parkin’s letter in your last paper, on the subject 
of continuous wooden bearers, I was somewhat surprised at his bringing 
forward the Dublin and Kingston Railway as an instance of his patent 
being adoy ted, without any allusion whatever to the very great deviation 
from his patent, so far as regards the rails and chairs. I have lately 
travelled over it four times, and observed that instead of using flat bars, 
having an uniform bearing on the wooden bearers, and nailed down firmly 
to the wood, they are using the same rails and chairs as were in use when 
the blocks were adopted, with the addition of two small iron supports be- 
tween the two chairs, which reduces the bearing between the chairs from 
about three feet, to about one foot. This, I have no doubt, is a great 
improvement on the stone block system, but it is very far from a perfect 
specimen of Mr. Parkin’s patent.

SOCIETY OF ARTS. 

This society commenced its sittings for tle session on Wednesday even- 
ing, the Ist inst., 

Wixriiam Tooke, Esq., Vice-President, in the chair. 

Mr. Arxan, the secretary, read the several reports of the committee of 
accounts, as well as the general financial statement of the affairs of the 
Society. The ordinary income for the past year was stated at 8797. 10s. ; 
the amount received from life compositions, 637. ; from the sale of books 
and etchings, 41/. ; and from dividends on stock, 41/.—making a total of 
10267. The sale of stock and other items had raised the income to 1529/. 
The expenses, which were 1235/., exceeded the ordinary income by 
2091. 10s. 4d.; and the amount to be paid by the Society was stated at 
5122. In order to devise means: to defray the outstanding debts, and 
make the income adequate to the expenditure, it was resolved to call a 
special general meeting of the committee, to take into consideration the 
affairs of the Society. ’ 

It was announced that a lady, who wished her name to be kept secret, 
had offered to the Society the sum of 500/., to be invested in the funds, 
the interest of which was to be applied to purchase two medals for draw- 
ings or designs on the practical branches of carpentry applied to civil 
architecture, which was accepted, Mr. Hodsoll being nominated as trustee 
on behalf of the Society. 

An application was read from the Government of the Netherlands, so- 
liciting three copies of drawings and designs of Mr. Glynne’s plan for 
draining land by steam power, which was rewarded by the Society at the 
last session, and which was acceeded to. 

Communications were announced from the Royal Asiatic Society, the 
Dowager Marchioness of Hastings, and several other societies and indi- 
viduals, amongst which was one from Sir John Jamison, accompanying 
samples of wine from grapes cultivated on his estates in New South 
Wales, and which had been admitted by the Government duty free.

ATHENAUM, WORCESTER. 

On Monday evening, the 23rd uolt., Mr. W. Hawkes Smita, of 
this town, delivered his first lecture at the Atheneum, ‘‘ On the 
Geology and Mining of the South Staffordshire Coal Field.’’ The 
lecturer, with the assistance of some excellent drawings and sections, de- 
scribed the gradual formation of a coal: basin. Coal was produced by 
vegetable matter, and was washed down leaf by leaf, and trunk by trunk. 
The coal mines abounded in remains of colossal ferns, palms, bamboos, 
&c., similar to those of the tropical climes.—There were many extinct 
volcanos in France, and geologists judged ofthe date of the formation by 
the organic remains in it : hence Aitna was.supposed to be a modern one 
in comparison with the hills at Dudley. In the saurian or lizard remains, 
nothing but limestone was found, but in the mastodons, mammoths, &c., 
sometimes perfect bone. The lecturer then illustrated a description of 
the geology of, South. Staffordshire, by a map eomposed of different 
papers, placed over one another, showing each different mineral produc- 
tion in its own stratum, and concluded his admirable lecture by recom- 
mending the study of geology and the collection of specimens. Mr. 
righ next and conchuding lecture will be delivered on Monday, the 
13th inst.

Beriin.—The manufactories of Berlin have greatly increased within 
these few years. At present a very extensive cotton-manufactory is erect- 
ing by one of the richest citizens of Berlin ; a powerful steam-engine is to 
be used also to work a steat-mill. The quantity of Prussian manufac- 
tures sold at the great fairs is constantly increasing, and the manufacturers 
of Berlin, are now so flourishing that several of the larger ones employ 
1000 workmen.—Suabian Mercury, 











SourHampron Raitway.—Considerable progress has been made within 
the last three months in the works between London and Kingston, the 
heaviest part. The embankment across Battersea Fields is in a very for- 
ward state ; it is now within halfa mile of the terminus at Nine Elms. 
They employ a powerful lecomotive engine for removing from forty to fifty 
weggons in one train, each loaded with three cubic yards of soil, removed 
from the cutting on Wandsworth Common, a distance of about three miles. 
We have no doubt that the works under the active management of their 
present engineer, J. Locke, Esq., will be completed within the time, and 
for the capital last reported, 

Great Western Raitway.—The company are drawing pretty freely 
on the shareholders, but they are pushing the work very rapidly between 
Paddington and Maidenhead.—Three or four contracts have been advyer- 
tised last month for the works to be done to the Box Tunnel; we fear 
they must be undertaken by the company, although we are averse to this 
mode of proceeding ; but the works are of that heavy character, we doubt 
whether they will be able to get responsible contractors for the underta- 
king without paying téo dearly. 

BinmincuaM Raitway.—The extension line hetween Euston-square 
and Camden Town depét, is now worked by the stationary engines at 
Chalk Farm, which draw the trains from Euston-square, a distance of one 
mile, in three minutes and a half by means of a large rope, which runs on 
cast-iron grooved pullies about eighteen inches diameter, let into cast-iron 
boxes, and firmly secured in the ground in the centre of each line of rail- 
way ; where the line curves, they are canted a little on one side, to allow 
the rope to follow the direction of the curve. 

Eastern Countries Rartway.—Considerable works are going on in 
the neighbourhood of Old Ford and Bow ; a bridge is nearly finished over 
the River Lea, of one semi-elliptic arch. The span is seventy feet, and 
the rise one-fourth ; the arch is turned in ten half brick rims; the centre 
twelve feet, or crown of the arch, is built in cement ;, the whole is turned 
with marl paviors. Another bridge or viaduct of five arches each thirty 
feet span, is building near to the above, besides four or five other bridges, 
under the direction of Mr. Braithwaite.—Civil Engineer. 

Leiru AND EpinspurGu Rattway.—This railway is begun, and some 
progress made in the cutting and embanking.—Edinburgh Courant. 

Norra Union Rartway.—The works on this line are at present ma- 
king rapid progress at the Wigan end. The erection of two iron bridges, 
one over Walgate and the other over Chapel, are now in progress, and 
they are expected to be an ornament to that town.—Preston Chronicle. 


Raiway over Morecomse Bay.—Great interest has been excited 
by Mr. Stephenson’s survey of the country between Lancaster and White 
haven, with the view to the formation of a line of railway. We under- 
stand the project of the embankment of Morecombe Bay is viewed with 
much interest by a great many influential gentlemen in the metropolis.— 
Preston Pilot. 

Prusstan Rariroap.--The cost of the railroad to be constructed from 
Strasburg to Basle is estimated at twenty-five millions of francs. The 
subscription in the two cities already amount to nearly sixty millions of 
francs. 

Lianetty Raitway.—The works towards the completion of the main 
line and branches are, we find, proceediyg rapidly, contracts for the whole 
having been entered into, and most of the land purchased on very favour- 
able terms. The excess of coal brought down ouly two miles of the road 
first made, on comparing the first six months of the present with a like 
period of the last year, amounts to nearly 30,000 tons ; and there cannot 
be a doubt but on the completion of the railway up to the anthracite, or 
stone-coal district, that an immense traffic will be created, inasmuch as 
the successful experiments, recently made, indicate the use of that coal for 
purposes to which it has, untillately, been thought inapplicable.—Railway 
Magazine. 

MaAwncHESTER AND SueFrreLD Ramway.—The directors of this line 
have suspended operations until the spring. At that time it is hoped the 
works will be resumed with spirit, snd prosecuted with vigour. We shall 
be glad to see this line completed, as we believe it to be one that will 
command an immense trafiic, and, of course, proportional returns.—J0id 

Great Centrat Irntsu Rartway.—A line, or rather lines of railway, 
have been projected from Dublin, to Athlone, to Longford, and to Kells, 
which are ultimately intended to be carried out to Galway, Sligo, and 
Enniskillen. The total distance now projected is 132 miles, and capital 
1,175,000/7. The engineer estimates that 8500/. per mile, will be ample 
to defray the cost of construction. It seems to have met with the appro- 
bation of Mr. Vignoles, one of the Government engineers, and we presume 
will therefore be carried out. The main line passes through Chapelizod, 
Palmerstown, Lucan, Celbridge, Kilcock, Mullingar, to Athlone. Near. 
Augher it branches off to Summerhill, Dangan, Trim, and Kells. Not 
far from Killucan a branch leaves for Longford. It has no tunnels, the 
earthwork is light, and the gradients favourable. By this line it will be 
eighty miles from Dublin to Athlone, forty-five to Kells, and seventy-feur 
to Longford.—Jbid. 9 

Lonpon AND Baicutron Raitway.—Mr. Rastrick, accompanied by 
Sir John Rennie, arrived at’ Brighton on Friday last, and both gentlemen 
have been engaged in making a minute survey of this line of railway.—~ 
Brighton Patriot. 

Rari_roaps In BeiGium.—The line by which the Belgians propose to 
connect their western boundary looking on the sea, with their eastern’ 
bordering on Germany, is already so far advanced as to be opened from 
Tirlemont to Ghent on the 29th of September. When the whole line is 
completed, the journey by steam-packet and railway, between London and 
Brussels, will be effected in sixteen hours.—Mr. Simons lately visited all 
the works preparatory for laying down a railroad from Ghent to Bruges ; 
the operation of levelling is finished as far as Beerren, two leagues from 
Bruges. Mr. S. seems to be sure that the section from Ghent to Bruges 
may be opened in the month of May, next year, and that from Bruges to. 
Ostend, in the month of June following.—The railroads new laid down in 
Belgium cover a length of ground equal to 143,720 metres, or about thirty- 
six post leagues.—A few days ago, the English workmen employed in di- 
reciting the locomotive engines on the railroad mutinied, in consequence 
of an order from the administration that Belgian workmen should be taught 
how to direct the machines. The arrest of one or two of them, who 
refused to direct the trains, speedily restored order amongst the rest ; and 
to do away with their apprehension of losing their situations as soon as a 
sufficient number of Belgian workmen were able to supply their places, 
the administration has since entered into an engagement with them, which 
can be broken only under circumstances of gravity, and which have been 
previously specified. 

Sranpine OrpeErs.—It is to be hoped the Commons will not lose a 
moment in altering their Standing Orders relative to railway bills. If 
they make these orders to conform to the Lords it would answer every 
purpose, and Companies Lond fide got up could not object to them. If 
not, all public improvements in railways must be ‘considered as ended 
Some imagined that the ‘‘ ten per cent. ’’ clause would operate in favour 
of lines that have their Bills, by enabling them to get in their calls, Ex- 
perience has shown them the folly of this. Their calls have been answered 
worse than ever. It is well known that lines per se between two towns 
will rarely pay well ; it is from other lines joining them, from the streams 
of traffic brought in from more distant-sources, the profit part is to come. 
Parties who have calculated on these, seeing them now cut off, naturally 
enough stop the supplies, and would rather forfeit what they have paidj 
than, under such circumstances, advance more. Thus. it ‘is that many 
really good lines which have their Acts are standing stills their half-finished 
works are every where presenting their disfigured heads ; and nothing but 
one scene of discord between the managers and the unjustly alarmed pros 
prietary reigns throughout theJand. Take for example, the Croydon. 
Railway, who ever thought a line to Croydon would pay if it was to stop 
there? It is quite evident the shareholders did not, or in the midst of 
the railway fever they would never have so neglected it.’ But the moment 
there was a chance of extension to Devet and Brighton, in’ come the calls 
and the works proceed. Yet, would it be believed, the directors of this 
very line, in their last report, laud that Standing Order, which, had it 
existed one session before, would have sent their own Bill, plans, &c., to 
wrap up half-pounds of butter. and fafthing rishlights in. some petty 
chandler shops. We are the friends of railways generally, because we 
are convinced of their utility and benefit, but we cannot help suspe 
the soundness of the heads that can approve measures so unwise as 
last Standing Orders of the Commons are, Railway Magazine. -

We insert in our columns of to-day the substance of an article 
which has just appeared in a highly respectable contemporary, the 
Railway Magazine, on a subject which, however important, is but 
little known in this country—the salt monopoly of India. In 
giving additional publicity to the article in question, we should 
ill discharge our duty, were we to pass over without further and 
more prominent notice, one of the most odious and unnatural 
monopolies, which at present exists, not only in any part of the 
British dominions, but probably in any portion of the globe—a 
monopoly so tyrannical and absurd, that if fairly brought under 
public notice by the energies of the press, we may almost venture 
to predict a speedy and well-deserved downfall. 

The subject of this monopoly, salt, we need hardly say, stands 
alone among all mineral substances with which we are acquainted, 
as forming part of our daily food, and being an article of indis- 
pensable necessity to human subsistence. Not only does it flavour 
the potatoe or the herring, which forms the scanty meal of the 
lower classes, but without it, the luxurious diet of the rich, even 
the costly viands of Royalty, would be tasteless and insipid. The 
very fluids of the human body are impregnated with this invaluable 
mineral, and even the animal creation is directed by instinct to its 
use, as is strikingly shown in what are termed the “ salt licks” of 
the American forests. 

A wise and beneficent Providence, in adapting“the constitution 
of man to the habitual use of this article of food, has also supplied 
it in inexhaustible abundance, and rendered it attainable, by pro- 
cesses the most simple and easy of execution. Not only are ex- 
tensive deposits of rock’salt, and copious brine springs distributed 
over vatious and remote portions of the earth’s surface, but the 
ocean itself is so strongly impregnated with it, that we may esti- 
mate that about one-thirtieth of its whole weight or mass consists 
of salt. 

What, then, shall we say of a monopoly existing in the British 
dominions, and in the nineteenth century, by which a population 
of more than one hundred millions is scantily supplied (although 
at an enormous and disproportionate rate of cost) with this indis- 
pensable necessary to human subsistence! What, then, shall we 
say to the narrow and grinding policy which, to enrich a Company 
of merchants, powerful though it be, permits the continuance of so 
flagrant an abuse, so glaring and infamous a monopoly? If the 
accounts of our contemporary be correct—and borne out as they 
appear to be by numerous references to official documents, we see 
no reason whatever to doubt their accuracy—a greater abuse of 
power can hardly exist than that to which we have alluded, nor 
one which calls more loudly for the immediate interference of the 
Legislature for its removal. 

Of the value of salt, as an article of food, we can, in this country, 
have but little idea, possessing it, as we do, in the greatest abun- 
dance, and at a cost which is almost nominal. So abundantly have 
we been gifted with_it by Nature, that, after supplying our own 
wants, and annually exporting several hundred thousand tons, our 
brine springs copiously runzto waste—and it is even extensively 
used as an article of manure. Probably, however, this very abun- 
dance—this almost superfluity of the mineral in question—while it 
renders the India monopoly, if possible, still more odious and 
more culpable, may contribute to mislead our opinions on the 
subject, and to make us esteem but lightly that which is elsewhere 
of the highest value. 

Let us, then, cast a glance at those countries where, cither from 
natural scarcity or from want of skill in its extraction and prepara- 
tion, the supply of salt is insufficient for the wants of the popula- 
tion, and we shall thus be enabled to form a better estimate of its 
real value and importance. The enterprising traveller, Bruce, 
informs us that, in Abyssinia, pieces af rock salt are used as coin— 
a striking illustration of its scarcity and consequent value. 
Munco Parke tells us, that in some parts of Africa, the expres- 
sion—“ That a man eats salt with his food,” is equivalent to saying 
that he is a rich individual. The same traveller thus describes his 
own"experience of the want of this necessary substance—“ I have 
suffered great inconvenience myself from the scarcity of this article ; 
the long use of vegetable food creates so painful a longing for salt, 
that no words can sufficiently describe it.” Additional evidence of 
the bigh value set upon salt in those countries where a scarcity of 
it exists, and of its absolute necessity as an article of human sub- 


sistence, might easily be adduced, did we not consider it as almost 
superfluous. 

It appears, from high official evidence, that to a large portion of 
the population of India, “ salt constitutes their only luxury ;” and 
we may well conceive that, to the inhabitants of a tropical climate, 
it should be so, more especially to a nation following the peculiar 
mode of living enjoined by the religious faith of that country. 
A vegetable diet, and one in which so insipid an article as rice 
holds a prominent place, may well require the use of this universal 
and necessary condiment ; nor can we have a better illustration of 
the intense desire which exists for its attainment, than in the 
almost incredible statement that two months of the yearly labour 
of the Hindoo—one-sixth of his whole time—is expended in ob- 
taining this single luxury for his family. 

In defence of this vile monopoly, what is the solitary plea? what 
is the only defence that can be offered ?—'That it contributes largely 
to the revenue of the “ East India Company,”—that its continu- 
ance is justified by their Charter? The first is certainly a weighty 
consideration, and one which we would by no means underrate. 
Our vast Eastern possessions cannot be maintained without a pro- 
portionate revenue, and in some mode or other that revenue must 
be obtained. Admitting this principle, however, in its fullest ex- 
tent, we would still inquire whether no better mode of taxation can 
be found than the barbarous one to which we have alluded--one 
which deprives the great bulk of the population of India of an 
essential article of food, except at an enormous and disproportion- 
ate price, and in a disgusting state of adulteration? The experi- 
ment of placing a high tax upon salt has been tried in our own 
country—it has been found not to succeed, and has been wisely 
abandoned. To the middling and higher classes this tax was in- 
deed a trifle scarcely felt; but not so to the lower classes—to the 
agricultural and labouring population—to them it was a serious 
and most oppressive burden ; and we well remember the joy ex- 
perienced, and the essential benefit which they received on its 
abolition. Of the vast privileges necessarily conferred on the 
Company by its Charter, we are well aware, but on any defence of 
the monopoly upon a plea so unsound, we need say but little. The 
possession of power is no justification for its abuse, nor does it in 
the smallest degree extenuate that misrule, for which it is too 
often made the pretext. 

We have now said enough, we trust, to prove the vile effects of 
this great and most indefensible monopoly—the barbarity of im- 
posing a tax which virtually deprives a vast population in India of 
a Juxury, or rather necessary, of life, which we here possess in such 
superfluity, that it runs unheeded to waste, or is used in the most 
unsparing manner to fertilise our land. On the flagrant oppres- 
siveness of this monopoly, in a general point of view, little more 
need be said—the fact is too evident, but we would ask, in con- 
clusion, whether it is fair to exclude from British India the pro- 
duce of our own salt works? or whether our salt manufacturers, 
who export so largely to other parts of the world, should rest 
contented, while their produce is thus excluded from so large and 
desirable a market—a market which would, in the natural state of 
things, be so completely their own? We have now called their 
attention to the subject—their own interest will, doubtless, prove 
a sufficient stimulus to the requisite exertion, and in this they 
shall have the best assistance which we are able to afford them. 








It is a subject worthy of remark, with reference to the vast 
mineral produce of the British empire, that, unlike most other 
countries, the miner here receives no encouragement from the 
Government—no means of public instruction are provided to 
qualify him for the due performance of his important and respon- 
sible labours—nor does he enjoy any peculiar privileges to atone 
for the anxious and precarious pursuits in which he is engaged. 

This peculiar difference in the situation of the British and foreign 
miner, however unfavourable in itself to the former, is, however, amply 
made amends for by the natural richness of our mineral and metal- 
liferous deposits, and by the enterprise and ability of our country- 
men, who, without external aid or encouragement, have carried the 
art of mining to a high degree of perfection, and have placed Great 
Britain at the head of all mineral-producing countries. 

Such being the case, it is not our object to complain of the state 
of things to which we have alluded, or to seek that external sup- 
port, which, most fortunately for ourselves, we do not require—a 
circumstance which, indeed, proves more strongly than any argu- 
ment can do, the sound and healthy state of the important branch 
of national industry to which our Journal is devoted. There is, 
however, one thing which we do claim for the miner, and in ob- 
taining which our utmost endeavours shall be exerted—we mean 
the removal of ill-judged and unnecessary legal impediments to 
mining operations—and the establishment of such laws as, without 
infringing on the rights of uthers, may be suited to the peculiari- 
ties of mining property. 

It is notorious, that while other countries possess a mining code, 
drawn up with the greatest care to meet the various exigencies and 
peculiarities of mining operations and mining property, that in 
this respect we are grossly deficient; the only laws or jurisdiction 
of the kind existing in the country being, we believe, those of 
Derbyshire and of the Staunaries—jurisdictions not only obsolete 
and imperfect in themselves, but extremely local and limited in 
their powers—although we have pleasure in adding, that the latter 
has experienced of late the vivifying influece of public opinion, 
and is being placed on a footing which will meet the circumstances 
of the times, and render it, we huye, of real utility to the mining 
interest. Much, however, remains to be done, nor can a more de- 
plorable contrast be conceived, than that which might be drawn be- 
tween the few, scattered, and obsolete laws which exist in this 
country on the subject of miving, aud the more perfect codes 
possessed by France, by Germany, or even by Spain—far behind 
us, as she is, in all other respects. 

We last week directed public attention to a cause tried at the 
last Cornwall Assizes, involving results of the utmost importance 
to the mining interest, not only of that county, but of the country 
generally ; and we inserted a very able letter from a Correspondent, 
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importance of the precedent thus established—that mining rights, 
hitherto considered permanent, may become irretrievably alienated 
after the lapse of a few years: and we would impress most for. 
cibly on our readers, that, as the law now stands, the water of an 
adit, which may have taken many years to execute, and on which 
many thousands may have been expended for the benefit, not on) 
of a single mine, but, in some cases, of a whole district ; that thig 
water, brought at so much expense from a subterranean source 
may be considered in the light of “a natural stream,” and rendered 
useless for its proper and legitimate object, on the plea of ogcy. 
pation by parties, whose right to it was, in the first place, if we 
mistake not, that of sufferance alone. 

According to our view of the case, and in this we think we are 
borne out, both in justice and in reason—an “ adit,” “ sough,” op 
“* day level ” (to employ the terms used in our different mineral dig. 
tricts), should be considered as a permanent investment of capital for 
the benefit of the property in which it is situated, and the water flowin 
through it as the unalienable right of the mine from which it is de. 
rived, and for the sole use of which the work was originally executed, 
If this view of the case be justice, it ought also to be law ; and if 
the representatives of our mining districts discharge their duties 
to their constituents, the subject will certainly be brought forward 
in the ensuing session of Parliament, and such provisions will be 
made as will ensure the miner against the prohibition to avail him. 
self of his own property—the absolute interdiction of his rights~ 
which is the direct result of the legal decision to which we haye 
referred. 

With a view to make the circumstances of the case as widely 
known as possible, we may observe, that the cause in question was 
that of ‘“ Magor versus Chadwick ;” the adit which formed the 
subject of dispute being known as the “‘ Wheal Silver Adit,” and 
situated to the westward of Redruth, consequently, quite in the 
heart of that great mining district. ‘The immediate results of the 
decision are thus described in a private letter which we have just 
received :—‘ The effect produced in consequence of the appropria- 
tion of the adit water to the purpose of the brewery, is to prevent 
the Lords from letting the mine in question to a Cougar which 
had agreed to work it; nor, furthermore, can any of the ground in 
the vicinity be tried, lest such working should, perchance, cut off 
or affect the supply of water to the brewery.” Any comment on 
the hardship oF the case must be needless ; and we once more, in 
conclusion, direct the attention of our mining friends to a prece. 
dent, at present, we believe, a solitary one, which is calculated so 
seriously to affect their interests—assuring them of our own anx.- 
ious desire to co-operate with whatever measures may be taken 
to avert the threatened evil.

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ANOTHER ACCIDENT AT THE THAMES TUNNEL. 


At a few minutes before four o’clock on Friday morning (it being then 
nearly high water) a sudden irruption of the river took place, and filled 
the tunnel. Every necessary precaution had been previously taken to: 
secure the retreat of the workmen in case of any accident ing place; 
but, unfortunately, on calling over their names, one of the miners was 
found missing, and upon inquiry being made of his fellow-workmen, it was 
ascertained that he was last seen returning to the shield instead of attend- 
ing to the orders which had been then given for all the men to ascend 
the shaft, and which was safely effected by about seventy other individuals. 
The following is the official report of the occurrence :-— 
“To THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL,

farther account of last night’s occurrences which preceded the irruption of 
the river Thames into the tunnel, as they are recorded by the engineer thea 
on duty, and which I have extracted from the daily journal which is kept at 
at the company’s works.

** Relieved Mr. Crawford at 11 o’clock last night, I went below and exa- 
mined all the faces. At 12 o’clock found No. 1 rather uneasy, not more 
so than No. 10, 11, and 12 had been ; I therefore to Mr. Brunel, at 
one o'clock, that everything was well, and the below in fair progved 
Mr. Page, the acting engineer, having been taken suddenly ill, and 
by his medical attendant to go to bed, I did not think it necessary to dis- 
turbhim.

From the combined effects of these measures, and the unsparing applica- 
tion of means for the effectual working of the mines (for since they last met 
the proprietors, besides the steam-engine which has been shipped, they have 
sent twenty-five additional hands from Cornwall), they hope for an increase 
in the quantity, and an improvement in the quality of the ore ; at the same 
time they are aware that the greatest care must be taken tu enforce economy 
in all the branches of the establishment, for, in consequence of the great out- 
lay and expenditure to which the company has been subjected, and the adverse 
circumstances with which they had to contend, especially during the first half 
of the present year, the directors state, with much concern, that they cannot 
hope for the pl e of a ing a dividend to the proprietors during the 
present year. While they think it their duty to state this without reserve, 
they at the same time see no ground whatever for apprehension as to the ulti- 
mate results of the undertaking. To those acquainted with mining opera- 
tions—temporary difficulties from the influx of water, accidents of machi- 
nery, interruption of lodes, depression in the price of the ore, are well-known 
to be of frequent occurrence ; but if those embarked in speculations of this 
or any other character, were to allow their minds to be biased overmuch by 
such occurrences, all commercial spirit would be damped, and the finest 
undertakings fail of that successful termination to which a calm and steady 
perseverance might bring them. 

Your directors refer with confidence to the recent correspondence from 
Cuba—too voluminous for insertion here—in proof of the above remarks 
not being inapplicable to this undertaking ; and they are assured, if the pro- 
prietors will give themselves the trouble of perusing and considering this 
correspondence, that they will be disposed to participate in that feeling. 

Mr. Wicram made some inquiries respecting the sale of the ores, the 
quantity raised, and its price ; it appeared there was a deficiency during 
the last half-year of 3280/., which was chargeable against the company,

iron ore contained in the sand. From his experiments a quantity of gold 
ninety-five times greater than by the old system of washing may thus be 
extracted.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 

THE COLONIAL MARKETS.—The market for British Plantation sagars has 
been very firm since Friday last, the importers demanded higher prices, and the 
qnotations are from 6d. to Is. per ewt. above last week’s rates; the demand both 
from the grocers and refiners has been steady, and a fair extent of business done ; 
1 hhds. of Barbadoes, sold readily at from 62s. 6d. to 67s. per cwt. The lowest 
point of the market for raw sugars is now 57s. to 58s. ; the stock in hand is reported 
tobe very short. The sales during the week, are estimated at 2500 hhds.

EAST INDIA SUGARS.—The demand for Bengal for home consumption is 
steady, and firm prices have been realised; there has been no business in Siam or 
Manilla worthy of notice, prices are steady. 

Refined Sugars.—The refined market has participated in the activity which has 
prevailed in other descriptions; the grocers have purchased with avidity at 1s. ad-
